The  fourth  oldest  church  building  standing  in  Forth  Carolina 
today  will  celebrate  its  134th  anniversary  on  Sunday  . 

Trinity  Episcopal  Church  is  located  on  Highway  264  in  the 
little  village  of  Chocowinity  in  Beaufort  County,  and  has 
a  history  dating  back  before  1773. 

The  exact  age  of  the  Parish  is  not  known,  as  the  records 
available  begin  with  the  planning  of  the  chapel.  The  building 
of  the  church  took  place  in  1774  under  the  direction  of 
the  Rev.  Nathaniel  Blount. 

The  church  is  a  simple  colonial  structure  and  has  retained 
the  wooden  pegs  in  its  weather  boarding  as  well  as  the  hand 
made  shingles  on  the  roof. 

One  of  the  major  contributions  that  Trinity  Parish  has  made 
to  the  Eastern  section  of  the  state  was  the  old  Trinity 
School.  This  was  a  church  boarding  school  which  was  begun 
in  the  1850s  and  remained  active  until  1908.
